Dickens Lives Today 
In His Characters 


By HELEN MARSHALL 

What, you don’t know what day 
this is? Well, just ask a feature 
writer. I suppose you know who 
gave us the plot for that recent 
movie, “Tale of Two Cities,” even 
if you didn’t know who was respon- 
sible for “Oliver Twist,’’ ‘““Dombey 
and Son,” “Old Curiosity Shop” 
and “David Copperfield.” 

The story of the life of Charles 
Dickens is that of a self-made man 
who started his career by pasting 
labels on blacking-boxes and later 
became a world famous novelist. 
His life was hard, and money was 

: scarce in those days too. Perhaps it 
was because of his squalid boyhood, 
or because of his eXperiences as a 
reporter that he became such a 
graphic writer of hardships. At 
any rate, he holds the distinction 
of being one of the few writers of 
the world who actually brought 
about a change in English law. And 
although his books were all writ- 
ten about his certain period, which 
has not meant that his books are 
not widely read today. He has in- 
carnated the characters of Sam 
Weller, Old Uriah Heep, 
Oliver, Mr. Pickwick, Little Nell 
and Mr. Micawber to live for al- 
most 66 years, people who live and 
yet are the product of an author’s 
pen. It is 124 years since Charles 
Dickens was born, a poor boy in 
an uneducated family, and yet he 
left the world with book memor- 
ials which are more widely read 
today even than during his lifetime.
